'd so that any civilian 
may take 


advantage o f it. 


Soldiers who are holding w ar risk 


policies will have five years in which 


to decide if they want to convert it 


into another form of insurance. Six 


kinds o*f j>o!ieies, it is stated, will 


he 
issued— ordinary 
life, 
twenty 


payment life, 
thirty payment life, 


tw enty-year endowment, thirty-year 


endowment and an endowment policy 


that will mature at tin* age of sixty- 


two. 
Tin* rate fo r the ordinary life, 
ranges from $13.50 
;it the age 
of 


twenty to $35.5(5 at the age o f fifty 


year«. 
The twenty-year 
payment 


Pfe ranges from 
$20.70 at twenty 


years to $-11.34 for fifty years. The 


twenty year 
endowment begins at 


$39.10 a* twenty years and the high­ 


est rate is $47.01 at fifty years. The 


thirty-year endowment ranges from 


$24.33 to $37.09. 


The government has made extre­ 


mely liberal provisions in regard to 


the payment of premiums 
and will 


permit the 
payment 
of tin* pre­ 


miums on a month, quarterly, semi­ 


annual or annual basis. 
Grace 
of 


one month will 
he allowed 
on all 


payments, and the fnilieies for the 


reinstatement o f the insured in the 


event that he jx*rmits his policy to 


lapse. 


I f the government should find that 


it is making 
a profit on its insur­ 


ance, the profits will not go into the 


treasury, it is stated, hut to the men 


who take out the insurance. 
D ivid­ 


ends will he declared annually, and 


the insured men may have the p ri­ 


vilege of taking these dividends in 


cash, having 
them 
deducted from 


their premiums, or of leaving the 


money to accumulate with the gov­ 


ernment at comjioiiiid interest.

policies provide 
that 
when 
their 


policies become paid up they p a rti­ 


cipate in the dividends along 
with 


those policies which are still being 


paid on. 
if death should occur dur­ 


ing the period for which an annual, 


semi-annual or 
quarteryl

the current month.

was put out of business in Rush- 
ville by a law passed by the

legislature of 1915, which placed a 
prohibitive license on the business, 
may again be engaged in, according 
to an opinion 
of the Indiana sup­ 
reme court,

yesterday held 
the law unconstitutional. 
The supreme court 
reversed the 
Decafur circuit court for convicting 
the Sperrv & Hutchinson 
company 
for selling trading stamps without 
a license as provided by law. 
The 
higher court held that the act was 
in conflict with 
fourteenth amend­ 
ment to the 
Federal 
constitution, 
which provides that the right of any 
citizen or corporation 
to engage in 
legitimate 
business 
can 
not 
be 
denied. 
It also held that a trading 
stamp company 
“is a proper and 
honest business’ 
enterprise 
within 


the meaning of S.ec. 1, Art 1 of tho 


state constitution.”

el's have not yet *een fit to ask the 
county council for an appropriation. 
The county board of .charities has 
also condemned .fhe dwetting1 at the 
county farm. 


It is known that 'the commission- 


ers have been 'Urged to sell some of 
the land at the poor farm and use 
the proceeds to erect new buildings. 
Those advocating this plan say that 
enough 
money 
could 
be realized 


from the sale of part of the farm to 
make the necessary improvements. 


The grand jury reported as fol- 


lows regarding the condition of t'he 
jail, court house and poor farm af- 
ter an inspection of the county in- 
sti.tution.s: 


To 'the county commissioners:

German Language—The 
German 


language was completely eliminated 
from the curriculim of the elemen- 
tary school of the state by two sep- 
arate acts which were approved on 
February 25 and March 13, respec- 
tively. 
The act off Feb. 25 which 


became effective on the date of its 
passage, requires that all instruc- 
tions given in the elementary school 
of the state including private, par- 
ochial and institutional schools must 
be in the English language and the 
teaching of German in all elemen- 
tary schools is expressly prohibited. 
The act oif March 13 amends the act 
of 1907 which prescribes the sub- 
jects, included in the -iigh 
school 


curriculum and provides 
that the 


languages taught in the high school 
shal linelude "Latin or any modern 
foreign language, except German". 
The high school aet will not be in 
effect until the governor 
issue his 


proclamation.

MAY AGAIN THRIVE 


Superme Court Holds State Law, 


Providing For a Prohibitive 


License, Unconstitutional 


REVERSES DECATUR COURT 


The trading stamp 
evil, 
which 


was put out o-f business in Rush- 
vi-lle l>y a. law passed by tile state 
legislature pf 1915, which placed a 
prohibitive license on the business, 
may again be engaged in, a'ccording 
to an opinion 
of the Indiana sup- 


reme court, which yesterday held 
the law unconstitutional. 


The supreme court 
reversed the 


Deica.tur circuit court for convicting 
the Sperry & Hutchinson company 
for selling trading stamps without 
a license as provided 'by law. 
The" 


higher court held that the act was 
in conflict with 
fourteenth amend- 


ment to .the Federal 
constitution, 


which provides that the right of any 
citizen or corporation to engage in 
legitimate 
business 
can 
not 
be 


denied. It also held that a trading 
stamp company 
"is a proper and 


hbnesi business' enterprise 
within 


the meaning of P,ec. 1, Art 1 of the 
state -constitution." 


It was pointed out that the a«t 


was 
discriminatory inasmuch 
as 


companies that sold trading stamps 
to dealers and then redeemed them 
were called upon to pay a license 
of $1,000 for 
each dealer using 


their stamps. This license fee pro- 
hibited the operation of such com- 
panies. On the other hand manu- 
facturers of products were permit- 
ted under the aci to issue trading 
stamps or other evidences for pre- 
miums or cash rebate.

SAMUEL WOODFILL, 


First Lieutenant, Company M, 


60th Infantry. 


Three acts of conspicuous 


daring in one day near Cunel. 
France, October 12, 1918, won 
the Distinguished Service Cross 
for Lieut. Woodfill. 
While he 


was leading his company against 
the enemy his line came under 
heavy machine gun fire, which 
threatened to hold up the ad- 
vance. Followed by two soldiers 
at twenty-five yards, this officer 
went out ahead of his first line 
toward a machine gun nest and 
worked his way around its flank, 
leaving the two soldiers in front. 
When he got within ten yards 
of the gun it ceased firing aud 
four of the enemy appeared, 
three of whom were shot by 
Lieut. Woodfill. The fourth, an 
officer, rushed at Lieut. Wood- 
fill, who attempted to club the 
officer with his rifle. After a 
hand-to-hand 
struggle, Lieut. 


Woodfill killed the officer with 
his pistol. His company there- 
upon continued to advance until 
shortly afterward another ma- 
chine gun nest was encountered. 
Calling his men to follow, Lieut. 
Woodfill rushed ahead of his 
line in the face of heavy fire 
from the nest, and when several 
.of the enemy appeared above the 
nest he shot them, capturing 
three other members of the 
crew and silencing the gun. A 
few minutes later this officer, for 
the third time, demonstrated 
conspicuous daring by charging 
another machine gun position, 
killing five men in one machine 
pun pit with his rifle. He then 
drew his revolver and started 
to jump into the pit when two 
other gunners only a few yards 
nwny turned their pun on him. 
Failing to kill them with his 
revolver, he grabbed a pick ly- 
ing near by and killed both of 
them. Inspired by the excep- 
tional courage 
displayed 
by 


this officer, his men pressed on 
to their objective under severe 
shell and machine gun fire. 
Lieut Woodfill is married and 
lives at 167 Alexandria Pike, 
Fort Thomas, Ky.
